Paving Section Halts. 

The city’s paving section 
stopped operation as 200 em- 
ployes refused to go to work at 
the bituminous and block pav- 
ing plants at Kingshighway and 
DeTonty street and at the Tel- 
ford macadam plant at 4200 
South Main street. 

Except for three crews stand- 
ing by for emergencies, the 
sewer maintenance section, with 
185 employes, also was shut 
doW®n. 

The striking machinists, mem- 
bers of District 9, International 
Association of Machinists, work 
in all city departments, includ- 
ing the fire department, that 
use heavy equipment. 

“However, Russell L. Davis and 
Jack Manning, the machinists’ 
business representatives, said 
the union will provide assist- 
ance upon request whenever 
“public health and safety” are 
affected. 

Pickets will not be estab- 
lished at city water-pumping 
stations and at fire stations, the 
union officials said, because of 
the emergency nature of these 
services. In voting to strike, 
the machinists said they were 
merely carrying out a decision 
made last July and approved 
by the International union.

men and a woman — are in 
jail here, accused of disrupting 
official business of the world’s 
mightiest nation with gunfire. 
Although they expect to be pun- 
ished, they do not consider 
themselves criminals, but rather 
patriots. 


Lolita Lebron, a_ divorcee, 
and Rafael Concel Miranda made 
that quite clear last night in an 
interview at police headquarters 
barely eight hours after they 
let go with a wild fusillade of 
pistol shots that felled five Con-. 
gressmen. 

To Americans, the whole inci- 
dent may seem incredible, but to 
the pair, somehow, George 
Washington, the American revo- 
lution and the shooting are con- 
nected.

—George Washington's birthday 
—to perfect their fanatical plans.

VHF denotes stations from channels 2 to 13 inclusive. UHF 
stations are those from channel 14 ‘to 83 inclusive.

Now that color television has become a reality, just how does 
it affect your present set or prospect of buying one? First of 
all, most experts agree that color TV will develop gradually as 
just another stage in the evolution of television. They say it 
won't bring about a revolution which would impair the’ value 
of the set you own today. 


What does “compatible” mean? Compatible means 
that your present black and white set, without alteration, can 
receive in black and white all color telecasts as clearly as it 
now receives conventional telecasts. It also means that color 
sets wil: receive black and white programs in black and white 
just es your present set does. 


Will color moke my present set obsolete? Your 
set is far from being obsolete. On the contrary, it can repro- 
duce all color telecasts in black and white just as well as it 
does conventional telecasts. Specifica}'y, your set has c-any 
good years of TV reception ahead. 


Coan I have my set converted? Theoretically, your 
set can be converted to color. Many TV receivers purchased 
in 1951 and 1952 are equipped with color-jacks for conversion. 
However, it is not conceivable that these will ever be put to 
practical use. A conversion of this type requires a complete 
second set (in addition to the original set), which would be 
eostly, unsightly and impractical. 


When will color sets be available ef a price | 
oan afford? Ry comme emntentnn of seter_ om 


The “strip” type can be installed inside some sets as a replace- 
ment for unused VHF channel strips. Not all sets can be con- 
verted by this method. You must replace one VHF strip for 
every UHF channel you wish to receive. At present, you would 
need three UHF “strips” to receive St. Louis's UHF stations. It 
is advisable to have a TV technician insert these “strips” in 
your set. 


The “all-channel” external converter looks like a very smal! 
table radio and should be placed on top or near your set for 
tuning convenience. All connections are of an external nature 
and can be made by the average TV owner. As the name im- 
plies, this converter will receive all UHF and VHF channels. 
It can be used on practically any model or brand of set.

The “limited-channel” internal converter is usually designed 
to receive from one to three channels. Installation, size, ap- 
pearance vary with the brand you buy. 


The “all-channel” internal conversion method is limited to 
specific sets as designated by the manufacturer. It: must be 


installed by a qualified technician. Most sets manufactured in . 


1953 had these tuners built in. 


during 1954 will be small (manufacturers estimate 2% of the 
total TV production). It is generally agreed among manufactur- 
ers and authorities that color sets won't be available in any 
reasonably large quantity until 1956. 


Most manofacturers estimate their first sets will cost between 
$700 and $1300. Screen size of these first sets will be between 
12% and 14 inches. However, some companies expect to pro- 
duce 19-inch screens by this summer, though costs will prob- 
ably remain high. 


When will more color programs be telecast? 
The first color telecast was received in St. Louis, January 1, 
1954, end covered the Parade of Roses in Pasadena, California.

Will an outside antenna give me perfect 


reception? First of all, television waves are more limited 
than radio waves. They travel in a straight line instead of fol- 
lowing the curvature of the earth as do radio waves. This 
means that ordinarily reception is limited to stations that lie 
between you and the horizon. 


Most people have little trouble tuning local stations, but re- 
ception can vary from house to house and even from one side 
of the room to another. Technicians can do wonders, but they 
can't alter the characteristics of your location. That is why your 
neighbor may get a@ better picture than you. 


ception from both UHF and VHF stations. .In most Jocationa, 
reception on an indoor antenna is. better from VHF than from 
UHF. However, excellent reception with an indoor antenna 
has been reported from one or more of the three UHF stations. 
For maximum clarity of a UHF picture, the small indoor an- 
-tenna should be pointed directly at the desired station. The 

average indoor antenna costs from $5 to $10. It has external 

conhections and you can install it yourself. 


How about antenna for color? You will need ad- 
ditional antenna equipment to enjoy color at its best. Color 
needs practically perfect reception or the colors will blur, 
smear and run together. 


What about rotating antenna? This type probably 
serves both UHF and VHF as well as any and better than most 
antenna, With it, you can rotate your antenna in any direction.

The industry has perfected 
picture quality, enlarged picture size and improved cabinet 
design. All this may lead you to fee] that TV has grown up 
and should be trouble-free, but this is not necessarily true. 
While research has shown improvement on the trouble front, 
due to the many parts and components, you must accépt the 
possibility of service problems at the time you buy your eet. 


It is true, some people have not had one service call in a ‘year, 
but they are exceptions. We suggest you call @ serviceman 
immediately if your set requires attention. Trouble doesn't 
get better with age, and the longer your set is inoperative the 
more aggravated you may become. 


Why should my TV set require more service than 


my radio? Your TV set is much more complex than your 
radio.,.there are many more parts involved. You not only get 


the sound, but have a large picture in addition. It is this picture - 


portion of your set that requires a much greater electric volt 
age than radio, All this is in addition to a normal radio 
system which carries the voice portion of telecasts. 


Wheat about manufacturers’ warranties and serv- 
ice contracts? Most TV sets carry a manufacturer's war- 
ranty covering the picture tube and all parts. The time limit 
varies with manufacturers. While in effect, a warranty means 
that any defective part will be replaced without charge, but

you must pay for any service needed to determine the trouble 
and for labor involved in replacing the part. 


In effect, service contracts are like insurance policies. They are 
specifically designed to protect you from costly, unexpected 
repair charges. 


Exactly what do | get out of a service contract? 
Some contracts cover all service you require for a year. Others 
cover only a fraction of the year with a fixed charge for any 
call made during the balance of the year. Still others cover 
one or two calls and then a flat rate is charged for any addi- 
tional call. Most of these contracts automatically extend the 
manufacturer's warranty to a full year’s coverage. 


There is a tendency for those people who carry contracts to 
call service men promptly, which of course helps them enjoy 
their sets more. Furthermore, a service contract gives them 
peace of mind because they know how much their bill will 
amount to, regardless of the repairs necessary. . 


What if | don't want a service contract? If you 
don't have a service contract, it’s up to you to call a techni- 
cian when trouble develops and to pay him for the job. One 
way of determining the responsibility of a service company is 
whether it will give you an estimate of costs before doing the 
job and then, give you @ breakdown of charges afterward, 
Another is satisfactory service it has done for neighbors. For 
the name of a reputable service company we suggest you con 
tact the Better Business Bureau. ;

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Rupp Says Unbeaten (24-0) Kentucky Team Is Best School Ever Had

Its NCAA 
Outlook Is 
Not Bright 


NEW YORK, March 2 (UP)— 
The Kentucky Wildcats gleefully 
closed the season’s books today 
on the nation’s only major per- 
fect basketball record, but 
looked forward with gloom to 
their prospects of winning the 
N.C.A.A. championship. 

The Wildcats of Coach Adolph 
Rupp completed their amazing 
comeback saga last night with a 
68 to 43 rout of Alabama at 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., for a clean 
sweep of all 24 games on their 
regular-season schedule. 

Kentucky returned to the 
court this season after sitting 
out a year’s N.C.A.A. suspen- 
sion for recruiting violations. 
Now it is assured of at least a 
tie for the Southeastern Con- 
ference championship. Louisiana 
State also is unbeaten in league 
competition but has one more 
game to play. A final tie would 
force a playoff at Nashville, 
Tenn., March 9. 

Coach Rupp happily declared 
after last night’s triumph that 
“there is no question this is the 
best team we éver had at Ken- 
tucky and the finest team I have 
ever seen.” He called the per- 
fect season “what everybody in 
Kentucky wanted.” 

Tops Long Island U. 

Kentucky is the first major 
college to go unbeaten through 
a 20-games-or-more schedule 
since Long Island University 
won all 22 of its games in 1938- 
39. It’s the first unbeaten Ken- 
tucky squad since the 1911-12 
outfit had a 9-0 mark. 

But Coach Rupp’s beaming 
grin vanished when he was 
asked how he thinks Kentucky 
would do in the N.C.A.A. tour- 
nament—from which his three 
otp players, Cliff Hagan, Frank 
Ramsey, and Lou Tsioropoulos, 
would be barred on eligibility 
grounds. 

“How deep did we dip to- 
night?” asked Rupp in return. 
He meant that he used only six 
players against Alabama and 
that his “Big Three” produced 
45 of the 68 points, with Hagan’s 
24 leading all scorers. 

Louisiana State, which won 
the league title last year in Ken- 
tucky’s absence, kept its league 
record clean with a 76-53 win 
last night over Mississippi and 
now the Bayou Tigers must beat 
Tulane in their season windup 
Saturday to tie Kentucky. Six- 
foot, nine-inch Bob Pettit, named 
today by the United Press as 
the Southeastern Conference’s 
“player of the year,” paced last 
night’s victory with 30 points, 
13 of them in the last quarter. 

Kansas in Driver’s Seat. 

Last night also saw Kansas 
move into the driver's seat in 
the Big Seven race with an 83- 
62 walloping of Colorado, while 
Iowa and Illinots each posted 
victories to keep alive their 
hopes of overtaking Indiana in 
the Big Ten. 

Kansas’s victory put the Jay- 
hawks one game ahead of Colo- 
rado with one to play—against 
Missouri, March 9. Leading from 
the first five minutes on in its 
twenty-ninth straight h o m e- 
court victory, Kansas was led by 
big B. H. Born with 23 points 
and Al Kelley with 20. 

Iowa completed djts Big Ten 
season with an 11-3 record with 
an 84-71 victory over Ohio Stale, 
while Illinois moved its record 
to 10-3 with an 84-82 win over 
Northwestern.

OMPARING the result of 
C a Kentucky Derby with the 
order in which John B. 
Campbell? had ranked the 
horses in his Experimental 
Free Handicap, a thoughtful 
lady once observed to Joe 
Palmer that “Mr. Campbell 
seems to know better in Janu- 
ary how a horse will run on 
May 1 than the bettors do at 
post time in May.” And that’s 
about the size of it. 
' As all properly reared 
school children must know by 
now, New York's great racing 
secretary whiles away his win- 
ter evenings making up a list 
of the preceding season's out- 
standing two-year-olds and 
assigning weight to each horse 
as though they were all en- 
tered in one handicap. Al- 
most anybody could do this 
if he were satisfied to depend 
exclusively upon the form dis- 
played last year at five, six 
or seven furlongs, but that 
would be no more than an 
exercise, in thumb-sucking for 
Mr. Campbell. 

His weights indicate not 
how well the horses ran in 
sprints as two-year-olds, but 
how well he thinks they 
should run over a distance at 
three. This is a good deal like 
predicting a brilliant career in 
finance for an infant because 
he has just swallowed a dime, 
but year after year Mr. Camp- 
bell brings it off with such 
extraordinary accuracy that it 
is difficult to believe he em- 
ploys nothing more than 
brains. 

This winter the top horses 
on his list are Turn-to and 
Porterhouse, each with 126 
pounds. So last week Mrs. Litz 
Persons’s Belmont Futurity 
winner, Porterhouse, made his 
first 1954 start in Calffornia 
and won like breaking sticks. 

Then in Hialeah's blushing 
Flamingo Stakes, Turn-to 
smothered a good field for a 
prize of $96,400 and his third 
straight victory of the year. 
The Ides of May. 

R. CAMPBELL seems to 
be off and running. 

The results’ of winter 
races are not an infallable 
measuring stick far Derby, 
Preakness and Belmont candi- 
dates, but they are consider- 
ably more significant than 
they used to be. 

Until recent years, winter 
racing didn’t amount to much. 
There weren't enough big 
races to attract the big stables, 
which usually turned their 
horses out. Today, however, 

the owner of a live colt can’t 
throw a crepe suzette in any 
direction without hitting a 
racing secretary writing a 
$100,000 stakes for three-year- 
olds. Well-bred owners deem 
it churlish to snoot that kind 
of money, wherefore more and 
more top horses are showing 
up for such events as the 
Santa Anita Derby, the Flam- 
ingo and the Florida Derby 
at Gulfstream. 

It remains a long way to 
May—just how long is indi- 
cated by tke fact that only two 
of 26 Flamingo winners before 
Turn-to (Lawrin in 1938 and 
Citation 10 years later) went 
on to win at Churchill Downs 
and, since both were trained 
by Benjamin Allyn Jones, only 
one man ever managed to 
keep a horse fit for this 
double. 

Chances are it will happen 
more often as more and more 
top horses are conditioned for 
the winter stakes. It will be- 
come less fashionable among 
handicappers to throw out the 
Flamingo winner on the theory 
that he probably had nothing 
much to beat here and is 
bound to stale off before the. 
Derby, anyhew.

‘U.S. Bound Not to Op- 
pose Communist Par- 
ty,’ He Is Reported to 
Have Said. 


WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP) 
-—Investigating Senators today 
made public the purported min- 
utes of a 1942 Navy Department 
meeting at which the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was quoted as 
saying “the United States vas 
bound to not oppose the activi- 
tie3 of the Communist party” in 
this country. 


The Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee placed a copy of 
the document in its official rec- 
ords at a public hearing, and 
had it read aloud. Chairman 
Jenner (Rep.), Indiana, admitted 
tie document in evidence, sub- 
ject to revision if the Navy later 
produces an c*‘icial version 
which differs from it. 


Stevenson Quoted. 


The document was read 
shortly after R. Adm. Adolphus 
| Staton (Ret.), had quoted Adlai 
Stevenson to the subcommittse 
as telling him during World 
War II that “I don’t think we 
should be too hard on the 
Commies.” 


Stevenson, .the Democratic 
candidate for President in 1952, 
was a special assistant during 
the war to Frank Knox of Chi- 
cago, a Republican whom Presi- 
dent? Roosevelt had made Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 


Staton was testifying about a 
wartime program to rid the 
Merchant Marine of radio oper- 
ators who were of doubtful loy- 
alty. He said Ce he was re- 
called from retirement the day 
after Pearl Harbor to head 2a 
special board set up to screen 
merchant ship radio operators 
under ,emergency legislation 
passed by Congress. 

He told of steps taken to 
eliminate Japanese, Nazis and 
Fascists as radio operators, but 
he said the board ran into pro- 
tests when it attempted to take 
similar action to weed out sus- 
pected Communists.~.. 

Operators’ Cases Briefed. 

Staton said that one day 
Stevenson called him to his of- 
fice and‘“had before him sheets 
of paper on which Stevenson 
had “briefed” the cases of six, 
eight or 10 radio operators the 
board had unanimously  dis- 
charged as disloyal. 

He said Stevenson told him, 
“Admiral, I don’t think you 
have anything against any of 
these fellows.” 

The retired officer said he 
told Stevenson that the board 
felt there was reasonable doubt 

about the loyalty of the men 
| and that the board was resolv- 

ing all doubts “in favor of Uncle 
Sam.” 

Asked what Stevenson replied 
to that, Staton testified: “He 
frowned, and said ‘Well, Ad- 
miral, I don’t think we should 
be too hard on the Commies.” 

Staton said in 1950 that 
President Roosevelt had _ ex- 
pressed what amounted to an 
opinion that “membership in 
the Communist party was not 
sufficient to deprive a radio op- 
erator of his job.” 

Stevenson said in a statement 
in Chicago that “this is the same 
old story that was brought up 
during the 1952 campaign and 
fully explained at that time.” 


GRAHAM REVIVAL 
OPENS IN LONDON, 
SYMINGTON THERE 


LONDON, March 2 (AP)— 
Evangelist Billy Graham opened 
his 12-week crusade for a spir- 
itual reawakening in Britain 
with a revival service last night 
that drew a full house of 12,000 
into London’s Harringay sports 
arena. Thousands were unable 
to get in. 

The American held the throng 
spellbound with an impassioned 
sermon in which he repeatedly 
asked, “Does God Matter?” 

He led the gathering in Bible 
recitations and hymns. 

Toward the end between 500 
and 600 filed down the aisles to 
confess their faith. “So many, 
so many, thank God,” said 
Graham. 

The hymn singing persisted 
after the worshippers headed 
home in sleet and rain. 

Graham appeared on the ros- 
trum twice, the first time to 
present United States Senators 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
and Symington (Dem.), Missouri, 
who are in London on an official 
tour.

WASHINGTON, March 2 (UP) 
—Chairman George D. Aiken 
of the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee today introduced a bill 
to carry out the Administra- 
tion’s new farm program. 

The Vermont Republican told 
the Senate his committee will 
begin hearings Thursday on the 
bill and hopes to end them “by 
early April.”

This would not be counted as 
carry-over and therefore not af- 
fect calculation of future price 
support levels for those items. 

2. Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra T. Benson would be re- 
quired to keep acreage diverted 
from crops under production 
controls from being planted so 
as to create surpluses that would 
distress prices fo other commod- 
ities.

WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP) 
—The House Ways and Means 
committee voted 22 to 2 to con- 
tinue the present corporation in- 
come tax for one more year, and 
wipe out a two billion dollar re- 
duction scheduled automatically 
under present law for April 1. 


Only two Democrats — Repre- 
sentatives Mills of Arkansas and 
Gregory of Kentucky — voted 
against the move, strongly urged 
by President Eisenhower. 


_ The committee decided to put 
the corporate rate into a general 
800-page bill overhauling almost 
all of the nation’s tax laws. 


At the same time it decided 
to take up tomorrow the ques- 
tion of excise tax laws. 


Under present law, a number 
of cuts are scheduled April 1 
in the excise rates, sometimes 
called sales taxes. 


The top corporation income 
tax rate, now 52 per cent, is 
scheduled to drop automatically 
to 47 per cent on April 1. 


Chairman Daniel A. Reed 
(Rep.), New York, said he would 
introduce the excise bill today. 
Committee approval seemed vir- |} 
tually assured. The proposal, op- 
posed by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Humphrey, would cut all 
excise taxes above 10 per cent 
down to that level, except for 
liquor and tobacco.

No contrived opposition to the 
United States-Pakistan arms dea] was 
attempted or necessary. India’s in- 
dignation was spontaneous and pre- 
dictable, as would be ours if, for ex- 
ample, Russia suddenly decided to 
conclude a strong-armed military 
pact, “in self-defense,” with the whole 
of Latin and South America and 
Canada. 

India genuinely fears a United 
States-armed, bellicose Pakistan on 
her flanks. The Muslims have 
caused her too much grief over the 
centuries. Her apprehension of a 
conflagration that would Bring deso- 
lation to the whole of Asia and wreck 
India’s chances of emancipation from 
poverty and the cankerous residue 
of imperial rule is real. 


The long-range friendship, good-

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Not the Answer 


The strike of 131 AFL electriciahs and 35 
painters against the City of St, Louis is no 
answer to the serious wage problem of city 
employes. 

Disruption of some public services, closing the 
city asphalt plant, leaving the Civil Courts 
building unheated in winter and shutting down 
traffic maintenance work does not answer the 
city employes’ grievances. It only injures the 
public. 

Unfortunately the city’s failure to pay pre- 
vailing wages to many of its workers has been 
allowed to fester toward such an eruption for 
a year. This ig what the record shows: 

In January, 1953, unions began urging the 
city to pay wages as high as those paid by pri- 
vate industry. Spokesmen cited the city charter’s 
requirement for prevailing wages. 


In May, Personnel Director R. Elliott Scearce 
gave the Civil Service Commission a new wage 
plan, In August, after three long months, the 
commission rejected the plan. And in Septem- 
ber, the city electricians called & half-day strike 
to demand_action, and called it off again when 
the commission agreed to discuss pay scales. — 


In November, three months after rejecting 
the Scearce plan, the Civil Service Commission 
gave it® own plan to the Board of Aldermen. 
Though this plan called for higher pay for some 
workers, it would have deprived many of vaca- 
tion and sick leave benefits. Last January the 
aldermen sent thig plan back to the commission. 


There the matter reste, with the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission. Meanwhile the city electricians 
say they have been getting 23 cents an hour 
less than private industry pays. 

The grievance is not theirs alone. The strikers 
are only a fraction of the municipal employes 
whose wages have been caught in the financial 
uncertainty and confusion in City Hall. 

Yet these employes have not gone on strike. 
The AFL Federation of State, County and Mu- 
nicipal Employes, which represents them, ac- 
cuses the Civib Service Commission of “deliber- 
ate stalling.” But the union nevertheless deplores 
the present damaging walkout by a few men. 


The strike is a disservice to the public and no 
favor to the hundreds of co-workers of the 
strikers. Coercion will not move the wheels of 
government. The walkout should end promptly 
and the city should act as promptly for reason- 
able pay scales for all its employes.

Dr. Milton S. Eisenhower's 
October report to the Administration said un- 
derstanding of New World economics would be 
the “greatest single contribution” toward better 
hemispheric relations, The conferees at Caracas 
are not likely to let us forget that.

Nate on Baby Carriages 

Any politician eager for a Bright fact to pit 
against reports of a rolling adjustment or a 
recession—select the term you prefer—might 
take a quick look at the baby carriage industry. 
It’s bouncing. 

One old New England firm which was proud 
of a $200,000 sales record in 1939 reports $7,- 
000,000 in. sales last year. As a whole, the in- 
dustry reports a 400 per cent increase in dollar 
volume since pre-war days, And it is not just 
the economy model, which is in demand, De 
luxe carriages, complete with wire wheels, 
white-wall tires and two-tone paint jobs, also are 
selling fast. 

True, the industry is a-little puzzled by the 
boom. It was counting on a dip now that the 
relatively small number of depression babies 
are becoming parents. But there were 4,000,000 
babies born in the United States last year, a 
new record. The carriage people believe the 
trend is still upward. Architects of apartment 
houses are now providing baby carriage garages, 
they say, and smart suburban department stores 
are going in for baby carriage parking lots. 

We are glad to hear it. Everybody likes a 
baby. We wish for every one of the new arrivals 
the most handsome carriage ever built. Most of 
all. we hope the babies will not be depression 
babies or war babies, but babies destined always 
to be as prosperous as the baby carriage indus- 
try is right now. 
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Pope Pius XII’s 15 Years 


The seventy-eighth birthday of Pope Pius 
XII marks also the fifteenth anniversary of his 
election as head of the Roman Catholic church. 
That. the soft-spoken, slender, scholarly pontiff 
has survived his serious illness to reach this 
double anniversary is cause for rejoicing among 
the millions of adherents of his faith around 
the world. In this expression of thanksgiving 
Catholics will be joined by countless persons of 
other religious attachments who hold the head 
of the Papal State in genuine esteem. 

Although the papacy goes back nearly 2000 
years and includes pontiffs who served for much 
longer periods, few Popes have reigned over 
times so steeped in sorrow as Pius XII’s decade 


-and a half, When, as Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, 


he was elevated to the throne of St. Peter's 
early in 1939, the world was already on the 
verge of general war. Within a few months, 
the madness shaped by Hitler and Mussolini, and 
tested in civil war in Spain, had engulfed Eu- 
rope, By 1941 it had reached out to Asia and the 
United States. Italy itself became a long, drawn- 
out battleground, and bombs fell close to the 
Vatican City. But the hard-won peace was short. 
Soon the Communists assumed the aggressor 
roles undertaken by the Nazis and Fascists. 
The role of disinterested peacemaker has been 


denied Pius XII because his church has been 
_ an inevitable participant in the struggle. Cardi- 


nal Tien became an exile from China almost 
from th¢ time he received his symbolic red hat. 
Cardinal. Mindszenty was forced through a 
.' 9 7 
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mockery of a trial so repressive that it shocked 
the civilized world. Cardinals Stepinae of Yugo- 
slavia and Wyszyski of Poland did not dare to 
leave their countries to attend the consistory at 
Rome last year. They are prisoners hardly less 
than the broken, hidden primate of Hungary. 
A world churchman who has looked on s0 
much misery and has felt so much heartache 
surely deserves to know a better world in his 
tenure. May the time still ahead in Pius XII's 
historic reign hasten the conditions of peace for 
which all men of good will work and pray! 
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An Act of Fanaticism 
The lunatic outrage perpetrated in the House 
of Representatives Monday afternoon is miti- 
gated only by the fact that the gunfire of the 
Pyerto Rican fanatics did not result in fatalities. 
As it is, Republican Representative Alvin 


Bentley of Michigan, is in a critical condition . 


after an extremely dangerous wound and his 


recovery is problematical. It is something to 


be profoundly thankful for that with 243 House 
members present only five were struck by the 


fusillade and only one was injured seriously. 


Only by chance does the news today not tell 
the country of the death of a dozen or more 
of the people’s representatives, including per- 
haps the Speaker himself, who by Act of Con- 
gress, after the Vice President is next in iine 
for the White House. This is what the country 
may be said to have been spared by fate alone. 

Gov. Luis Munoz Marin’s immediate and com- 
plete condemnation of the act of madness makes 
it clear that there is only infinitesimal support in 
Puerto Rico for such violence against the United 
States.. Joined by other Puerto Rican leaders, 
including Miguel Angel Mendez, president of 
the Statehood party, Gov. Marin said, almost 
before the smell of powder had cleared: 

The whole people of Puerto Rico are 
deeply indignant because of this savage 
and unbeliévable lunacy which does not ex- 
press in the remotest way the peaceful and 
decent nature of the people of Puerto Rico. 
What do these fanatics from Puerto Rico want 

so passionately that they will try first to kill a 
President of the United States and then open 


fire from the gallery on the membership of the oe 


House of Representatives? 
As nationalists to the point of irresponsibility, 


their political views are almost beyond analysis. . 


Puerto Rico is a commonwealth with virtual inde- 
pendence so far as politics and government are 
concerned, The United States has done a great 
deal, especially in recent years, to improve the 
island’s econdmy. Natives of Puerto Rico are 
freely admitted to this country if they wish to 
seek employment here. The United States is not 
at all unmindful of the needs and aspirations 
of patriotic Puerto Ricans. 

Since the feminine leader of the would-be 
assassins takes full responsibility, there should 
be no difficulty in providing prompt and effec- 
tive punishment. Meantime the FBI clearly 
needs to keep a closer watch’ on the Puerto 
Rican nationalists in this country. The most 
fanatical Communists have attempted no such 
acts of violence in this country as these outbursts 
in violation of the good name of Puerto Rico. 
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An Author as Tough as a Novel 
The formula for some of the contemporary 
“tough guy” writers is that if the hero of a novel 
can be beaten, blackened, tortured and shot 
sufficiently, the author might be popular. Now, 
what would happen if by reverse English an 
author himself were to suffer from: 


Two hundred thirty-seven sharpnel frag- 
ments in legs, broken nose and damaged 
eye from boxing, scars from bull fighting, 
arm nearly severed in auto accident, 10 
brain concussions (six in combat), fractured 
skull in car crash, and 52 stitches from taxi- 
smash? 


Actually, this is what Ernest Hemingway has 
met with in some 35 years of unduly relentless 
and often proclaimed adventure according to 
Life magazine. .Hemingway was, of course, an 
originator of what was known as’“hard-boiled”, 
writing, which has sometimes become parboiled. 
But at least here is an author who could mistreat 
his heroes in fine fashion, and know whereof he 
wrote. 
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At Last tthe Warren Confirmation- 


‘The long overdue confirmation of Earl War- 
ren as Chief Justice of the United States closes | 
a series of misadventures that does no credit 
to any of those responsible. 

In the first place, Mr. Warren should not 
have been given a recess appointment last Oc- 
tober, The highest office in our judiciary is a 
post important enough for the Senate to have 
met briefly in special session to pass on the 
nomination. The recess appointment, which ap- 
pears to have been on the dubious advice of 
Attorney General Brownell, played into the 
vindictive hands of Senator Langer of North 
Dakota, chairman of the Judiciary Committee. 

Thus “Mr, Langer was able to hold up the 
nomination for six weeks after it finally went 
to the Senate. Then, before committee action, 
the appointment was smeared with a shocking 
lot of unconfirmed charges againet the Chief 
Justice, all made public by Senator Langer on 
his own initiative. To close the mistakes there 
was no roll call when the confirmation vote was 
taken. This was still another lapse since the 
office of Chief Justice is of such importance 
that: it deserves a record vote. 7 

With all these errors behind, let the Supreme 
Court get on with the business of deciding the 
difficult cases now before it. One thing Earl 
Warren as Chief Justice should be sure to do 
is to break the Supreme Court's habit of waiting 


‘until the end of the term and then plumping 


out a lot of controversial decisions at one time. 
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First in the Classtoom 

It is fascinating—and not without some justi- 
fication—for teachers to talk about “educating 
the whole child.” Their first business in the 
classroom, however. is to teach the three R’s— 
reading, ‘riting and ‘rithmetic. 

That is what Dr. Florence S. Beaumont, New 
York's associate superintendent of schools, told 
a conference of elementary teachers brought 
together by the New York State Education De- 
partment. And she is right. Development of 
the ethical and cultural aspects of a child’s life 
are important.

The Mirror

“Readjustment” following defense buildup has brought rise in 
unemployment in seven states in this region, ‘Federal Reserve 
Bank economists report; area also suffers, from population 
losses; immediate problem is to expand job opportunities.

of the Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 


In reéent months layoffs and other 
signs of d@clining business activity have 
won front-page space in the newspapers. 
Labels applied to this new development 
in our economy range from that old 
favorite of the brokers, “a mild shake- 
out,” through the more novel “rolling 
readjustment,” to “orthodox recession.” 


The term “readjustment” is a usefyl, 
one because it reminds us of the sharp 
adjustments which were made in the 
economy during the defense expansion. 
In that period employment rose sharply 
in the big cities and in some smaller 
centers. At the same time, employment 
gains were not uniformly spread. 

As 1950 began, the 1949 recession was 
fast sliding into memory. The old main- 
stays of St. Louis, the nondurable goods 
industries, which provided more than 


half of manufacturing employment, were 


busy. Heavy industries were booming. 


In 1952 defense production shifted 
into high gear and, at the same time, ci- 
vilian durable goods output was stepped 
up. Shoes a apparel, however, em- 
ployed fewer people than in ‘the pre- 
vious year. By September there was a 
noticeable tightening of the labor sup- 
ply with unemployment falling to 2 per 
cent of the labor force. 


From September, 1953, through Jan- 
uary, 1954, manufacturing employment 


’ jn the St. Louis area receded, with most 


of the reduction concentrated in dur- 
able goods. Many of the layoffs were 


46,000 Without Work in January 


Other layoffs have resulted from lack 
of orders for civilian goods or plant 
closings. Unemployment in January was 
estimated at 46,000, an increase of 73 
per cent from a year earlier. 


The bulk of the recent reduction in 
employment has taken place in the dur- 
able good industries—the sector that 
had experienced the greatest growth. 

As in St. Louis, employment in the 
Louisville metropolitan area fell off 
in the last half of 1953. The decline cen- 
tered in the defense industries. In ad- 
dition, cutbacks in the production of 
farm machinery and in construction ac- 
tivity further reduced employment. The 
drop in employment between the peak 
in July and the end of the year was 
only 6000 workers, or about 2.5 per cent. 


In Evansville, where mahufacturing 


is concentrated on the production of 


durable goods, employment responded 
sharply to increased consumer and de- 
fense demands.

In the Herrin- Murphysboro - West 
Frankfort area of Southern Illinois, the 
Vincennes area of Indiana, and the 
Madisonville area in west-central Ken- 
tucky large pools of unemployment 
have been formed in recent years by 
declining eoal production, 

Coal production in [Illinois has 
dropped sharply in the past three years 
and last year was 40 per cent lower 


than during the peak output in 1944. . 


In the Herrin- Murphysboro - West 
Frankfort area, manufacturing dropped 
about 2500 in the last four months, pri- 
marily at area plants producing elec- 
tronic equipment, autoniotive parts and 
plastic products. Unemployment in the 
Herrin -Murphysboro-West Frankfort 
area in January, 1954, was e ated 
to be about 15,000, or approximately 
one-fifth of the total labor force. 


Within the district, out-migration con- 
tinued from 1950 to July 1952, as indi- 
cated in recently published estimates 
of population. Of the seven states, all 
or parts from which the Eighth District 
is formed, only two—lIllinois and Indi- 
ana—gained population in that period. 


Focus on Job Opportiinities 


Estimates indicate that in the neigh- 
borhood of 300,000 civilians left the 
Eighth District in the two-year period 
ending July, 1952, more than offsetting 
the natural increase by about 70,000. 
This rate of out-migration is apparently 
higher than the one of the 1940-1950 
decade, in which population of the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District grew 
only 3 per cent while the nation as a 
whole gained 14 per cent. 

In response to the recent shrinkage 
in job opportunities, there has been a 
rather obvious and well publicized rise 
in district unemployment. All five ma- 
jor labor market areas are now classed 
as areas of “moderate labor surplus.” 


The return of workers from the large 
industrial centers to their former homes 
has worked in the direction of at least 
slowing the tide of out-migration from 
rural. areas to metropolitan centers. 
Unfortunately, the return population 
is merely seeking to avoid the high cost 
of living in large cities rather than 
migrating again to an area of expanding 
jobs and income, 

These adjustments have, in one sense, 
augmented the labor reserves in this 
district. At the same time, these adjust- 
ments represent less income and pur- 
chasing power for individuals and a 
reduction in consumer demand. 

They focus attention on the imme- 
diate economic problem in the Eighth 
District of expanding job opportunities 
ze more fully the district’s most 
im t resource: human skill.

The Hanging of Mary Surratt

Was she really guilty of murder? 
Guilty or not, Mary E. Surratt was 
hanged on July 7, 1865, for participa- 
tion in the conspiracy which led to the 
assassination of President Lincoln. The 
execution started a centinuing contro- 
versy over her innocence; amateur his- 
torian Guy W. Moore, basing his judg- 
ment on original documents, has writ- 
ten the latest “Not Guilty” verdict. 

Widow Surratt’s boarding house at 
541 H street in Washington was an 
occasional meeting place for the little 
pro-Southern group which John Wilkes 
Booth attracted in the winter and spring 
of 1865. Talking things over at the 
house was natural since son John Sur- 
ratt was in the group, and so were 
some of the boarders. When their plans 
to abduct the President did not succeed, 
they dispersed, but Booth still believed 
something desperate had to he done. 

The idea Of murder came to him only 
a few days before that fateful evening 
at Ford’s theater; Vice President John- 
son and Secretary of State Seward also 
were scheduled for death. Althou 
John Surratt was away, others from the 
boarding house group were enlisted. 
After the assassination while Booth-was 
fleeing southward with one leg broken 
by his jump from the President’s box 
to the stage, Mrs. Surratt was arrested 
and imprisoned with the actual- accom 
plices and accessories to the fugitive’s 
flight. 

Although the civil courts were open, 
the trial was conducted by a special 
military tribunal of Union officers. 
With the _o in a vindictive mood 
bordering on hysteria and frenzy, the 
case was heard and on the basis of very 
dubious circumstantial evidence, Mary 
Surratt was found guilty. It was simply 
assumed, certainly never proved, that 
she was party to the plot: President 
Johnson approved the verdict and the 
sentence, and on July 5 ordered the 
execution for July 7. Frantic efforts to 
secure postponement failed; a writ of 
habeas corpus for Mrs. Surratt was sus- 
pended by the President himself. 
“. .. at 26 minutes after 1 the drops 
fell from under the scaffold: at 16 min- 
utes until 2 the prison doctor pro- 
nounced the four dead; 10 minutes later 
they were cut down, placed in boxes 
and buried a few feet south of the scaf- 
fold near the prison wall.”

The second aspect of the huge 
memorial is a coldness, a bar- 
baric remoteness that can be 
campared to the architecture of 
the Aztecs. Two great, outthrust 
wings of polished red marble— 
taken, incidentally, from Hitler’s 
ruined chancellery—have an in- 
human, bigger-than-life quality 
scarcely relieved by hammer and 
sickle insignia cut into the stone 
in a scale almost childishly 
small, as though they had been 
an afterthought. 


The showcase of East Berlin is 
Stalin Allee. Partly bombed 
apartments were torn down to 
build a housing development 
meant to advertise the glories of 
the Socialist state as exemplified 
in the East German Republic. 
One would have assumed, since 
this is a modern, Socialist state, 
that these big blocks of new 
apartments would be functional, 
with broad expanses of glass to 
let in the precious light of a 
northern winter.

On the top at the center is a 
kind of cupola of stone, looking 
as if the architect had been 
hastily summoned before the 
appropriate commissar and or- 
dered to step the whole thing 
up with something fancy and be 
damned wel) quick about it. 

These glories of Communiét 
architecture give the West Ber- 
liners—and probably also the 
East Berliners—a certain cynical 
amusement. They have run the 
gamut of emotions in this field, 
Germany having produced in the 
twenties some of the finest mod- 
ern architects who were then 
driven out by the Nazis in the 
conviction that no architecture 
was any good which did not pro- 
vide a peaked roof and a chim- 
ney big enough for storks to 
nest in. 

As sign and symbol of the 
mentality directing the other 
half of the world, these struc- 
tures can only add’ to the’ ¢hilt 
that one feels in the presence of 
almost every Communist phe- 
nomenon. 

It is a tragic poverty of the 
spirit that borrows from the 
past, not knowing what it bor- 
rows but only that forms must 
somehow be supplied.

WASHINGTON, March 2 
(UP)—President Eisenhower. to- 
day called on “all men of good 
will” to join in a World Day of 
Prayer Friday. 

“Prayer seems to bring closer 
together in mutual understand- 
ing, the people who unite in its 
practice,” said the Chief Execu+ 
tive in connection with the spe- 
cial day of prayer sponsored by 
the United Church Women of 
the National Council of. the 
Churches of Christ in the United 
States. 

“Today, the innermost long- 
ing of mankind is for peace; 
peace for all nations, for all 
men, everywhere,” he said. 
“The hosts of people who take 
part in this World Day of Pray- 
er are seeking the help of the 
Almighty to find thei way to- 
ward the goal of peace, toward 
the triumph of freedom and the 
unity of men.”

AT NEW IBERIA, where you can begin to 
count on good Gulf seafood, we met the Van 
Dykes again and went to spend a day at Avery 
island, famed for its magnificent semi-tropical 
plantings and for the birds which frequent the 
ponds and canals. This estate of more than 
200 acres lies over a huge salt dome which is 
eight miles deep and six miles wide across its 
upper tip—many times larger than Mt. Everest. 

This underground mountain of pure salt has 
been mined since early Colonial days and was 
doubtlese used by both the Indians and the 
game of the region for centuries before that. 
oday the island itself is planted to hot peppers 
which are combined with salt and vinegar to 
make Tabasco sauce. This is an enterprise of 
the Edward Avery Mcllhenny family who have 
also, through the years, developed the exotic 
gardens and the refuge known as Bird island. 


The elder McIlhenny was a remarkable com- 
bination of entrepreneur, naturalist, conserva- 
tionist, big game hunter, plant collector and 
breeder and author. Operating with unlimited 
funds, he traveled the globe and brought back 
his plant trophies to naturalize in the gardens 
of the island.

ALTHOUGH THE ESTATE has. been beauti- 
fully planned and cared for so that it may be 
fully enjoyed by the public, our interest lies 
more in the direction of “Nature unadorned.” 
So after the day at Avery, we pointed our cars 
southward through the great coastal plain of 
Louisiana—a land of sugar cane, rice, cotton, 
cattle and oil wells, which ig a rich enough 
mixture for anyone. 

In Abbeville, the seat of government for Ver- 
milion parish, we had an appointment to meet 
the warden: of thé 26,000-acre. Paul Rainey 
Sanctuary maintained by the National Audubon 
Society, where thousands of waterfowl! winter in 
the salt marshes. Our host, Warden Nick 
Schexnayder, met us in front of the new Abbe- 
ville courthouse, a million-dollar structure of 
pure Colonial design which is by far the hand- 
somest public building we've seen on our trip. 
We gave it a thorough inspection before follow- 
ing Nick along the 16-mile shell road out to 
Intracoastal City. 

= 


THIS SMALL PORT lies on the great inland 
waterway which runs, literally, from the upper 
Atlantic. Coast down to Brownsville, Tex. In 
this area the waterway carries a constant stream 
of barge-trains loaded with steel, oil and oil-well 
supplies, rice, automobiles and other heavy 
freight, which pass back and forth along the 
canals at the rate of 60 per day. 

Here we parked our cars at the dock of the 
Audubon Society and the Louisiana. Fur Co., 
which traps muskrats and nutria and drills for 
oil on some 130,000 acres of tidal marsh. Lug- 
gage was transferred to Nick's neat Chris Craft 
cruiser and soon we were on our way to Audu- 
bon Headquarters on a man-made island, several 
miles out in the Gulf. Here the Society main- 
tains quarters for the warden and a small guest- 
house which is used during the course of the 
year by many leading ornithologists, wildlife 

hdtographers and enthusiastic amateur natural- 

sts like ourselves.

NOT LONG AFTER leaving Intracoastal City, 
we turned off from the main canal and I will 
have to admit that from then until our return, 
we were all pretty well lost. 

Along our route, marsh grasses grew tall on 
the canal banks. Beyond these were occasional 
glimpses of open water in the sea of grass which 
stretched away for mile upon mile. And on 
every patch of open water we could see bands 
of ducks of many species. These included, from 
my casual observation as the boat moved along 
at good speed, shovelers bright in their spring 
panne. baldplate, greater and lesser scaup, 

lue wings, canvasback, mallards and a few 
others. Marsh hawks in great numbers perched 
along the canals or hunted low above the grass.

Notes on Foundation Planting. 


HIS is just about the time 

of year when people sit 

down with seed catalogues 
and .start dreaming of all the 
things they are going tod grow 
during the coming year. Well, 
before you get out the order 
blank we'd like to say a few 
words on the subject of founda- 
tion planting—the shrubs and 
bushes planted in front of the 
house foundations. 


The purpose of these shrubs 
and bushes is to tie the house 
and the grounds in together and 
this is a good thing. On the 
other hand, if you have too 
many of them so that none of 
the foundation wall is exposed, 
it’s gaing to make your house 
look as if it were floating on a 
green cloud. 


Be careful not to select bushes 
that will grow too tall for these 
will need constant pruning or 
else they will cut out light for 
windows. And don’t plant the 
bushes too close to the house 
itself. Keep them about 18 
inches away from woodwork. If 

u don’t, you may find various 

nds of insects using these 
= to gain entrance to your 

ome. 


Don’t put plants and bushes 
in front of basement windows or 
vents in foundations for they 
will cut out both ventilation and 
light to these areas and increase 
the possibility of dampness. 

Don't let them get too close 
to woodwork for this makes it 
difficult to give the woodwork 
proper attention and pretty soon 
it will be damaged by decay.

LITTLE child, usually one between three and four, 
A is likely to go on an exploring expedition. That is 

quite according to pattern. A healthy-minded: child 
is curious about the world and its people, its animals and 
its activities and he sees that a lot goes on beyond his 
fence line. Naturally, he’ goes forth to meet adventure. 
He is not running away, but to, and we soon are able to 
teach him that for the time at least, home is best for him. 

But along about the early teen years we find the oc-, 
casional boy or girl who really runs away. This child 
gives us great anxiety because he is not responsible for 
his behavior. Being ignorant and inexperienced he is like- 
ly to encounter people who lead him astray, to meet with 
an accident, to get into a situation that calls out the po- 
lice. These children are running away from something 
they cannot accept and it is our duty to learn, if possible, 
what that is and see if it can be adjusted.

THESE ARE USUALLY NOT our brightest children. 
As a general thing, they are those who fail at home and 
in school because the standards they must meet are be- 


, yond their ability, or because the conditions they must 


live in make them miserable. A child who is berated and 


beaten habitually will, if he can, run away, but fortunately 


there are not many who suffer.such treatment. Most of 
those who come my way are failing in some field that 
they are expected to succeed in mastering, find they can- 
not reach the standard ahd run away from it. 

One girl played truant from first year high school 
class for two weeks before she was discovered in a park 
near the school. Investigation disclosed she was failing 
in mathematics, had trouble with the teacher in conse- 
quence and was saving her carfare and lunch money to 
get fare to a distant city. 

A boy left home, rode a freight to a distant place, 
was brought back by the police and hospitalized because 
he had not had enough food to sustain him the 10 days 
he was on the road. Why? Because “my father does 
not want me; because I can’t play football the way he 
did when he was my age.”

« WHEN WE CAN FIND such reasons as this, the rest 
is easy, but we have boys and girls who give no reason, 
for whose behavior we can find no reason beyond the 
fact that they are not intelligent enough to see that they 
are running away from themselves while carrying them- 
selves right along with them. These children usually need 
a progtam of work and study that is measured to their 
abilities. Once they can feel that they can meet adequately 
what is required of them they usually stay home. 

There is always a reason behind the running away 
pattern and before we can do anything worth while we 
must find it.

Top Honors for Deaf- Blind Student 


Dick Kinney Overcomes tari to Finish College, Says ‘Anyone Could Have Done the Same’

The question was put to Rich- 
ard Kinney through light taps 
on his sensitive fingers, which 
he has trained to substitute for

I retain all 
my memories of sights and 
sounds because I’ve never had 
an opportunity to take them for 
granted.” 

Dick Kinney was 6 years old 
when sudden blindness, an ap- 
parent aftermath of undulant 


, fever, caused him to drop out 


of the second grade in his home 
town of East Sparta, near Can- 
ton, O. 

He struggled hard to over- 
come the handicap, and was pur- 
suing his education as a college 
sophomore when the second per- 
sonal disaster of his life struck. 
The voices of instructors and 
fellow students dimmed out like 
a disconnected radio. Dick Kin- 
ney was stone deaf. 

It was a bitter day in 1943 
when he packed his bags and 
left the friendly campus. He 
couldn’t see the shaking heads 
of his classmates, or hear the 
sympathetic sighs of.co-eds. All 
he saw was total darkness. All 
he heard was the nerve-wracking 
silence of a sound-proofed vac- 
uum. 


But he gritted his teeth brave- 
ly. “I'll go back,” he told his 
mother, Mrs. Hope Kinney. “I 
don’t know how, but there’ll be 
some way. There must be. I'll 
go back and finish my education. 
and live a useful life... . 

“Of course you will,” agreed 
his father, Hobart Kinney. But 
the father, an East Sparta hard- 
ware dealer, wasn’t really as cer- 
tain as his confident tone sug- 
gested. 

Dick Kinney did ‘come back 
to the Mount Union campus— 
seven years later. Now he has 
completed his senior year with a 
final average of 3.94 (out of a 

ble total of 4.0)—top man in 

is class of 120, and one of the 
highest ranking summa cum 
laude 4 prc in the college’s 


History is one of Kinney’s 
favorite subjects, and he’s made 
a bit of it already. He is the 
third person in American history 
to hurdle the combined handi- 
caps of blindness and deafness

“His achievement should be an 
inspiration to all handicapped 
men and women, as well as to all 
human beings,” declared Lyle 
Crist, a college official.

“Oh,” he said, “it wasn’t really 
too difficult.

INNEY’S completion of-+ his 
K conege education was made 

possible by the help of the 
only two people to achieve the 
same results in spite of similar 
combined handicaps — Helen 
Keller and Robert Smithdas. 

Having learned braille at the 
Waring School in Cleveland 
when he was 11, Kinney was 
sitting in his East Sparta home, 
reading with his fingers, when 
his mother burst into the room. 
She tapped out a message of 
hope on his fingers. 

Pa had read a newspaper 
icles describing Smithdas’s 
graduation from St. John’s Uni- 
versity in Brooklyn. Smithdas 
had gone through college with 
the aid of a constant companion 
who sat beside him at lectures, 
swiftly translating the speaker's 
words into taps which carried 
them to the deaf man’s mind. 

“I can do it, too!” Kinney de- 
clared. 

He sat down at his typewriter 
—he types clean copy with 
speed and skill—and wrote 
Smithdas a letter. 


Kinney waited several days 


for the postman to bring him an 
encouraging reply. It was the 
beginning of a mutually inspira- 
tional correspondence. 

Smithdas put Kinney in touch 
with M. Robert Barnett, director 
of the American Foundation for 
the Blind, which awarded him a 
Helen Keller scholarship to con- 
tinue his education. The Ohio 
Rehabilitation Service allotted a 
small fund for paying the com- 
panion who would have to be his 
eyes and ears. 


Kinney came back to the cam- 
pus gripping a white glove with 
the letters of the alphabet 
marked on it. For example, the 
top of the thumb was marked 
“A.” Each part of the fingers 
and palm had a different letter. 
Anyone could talk to Kinney by 
spelling out words by the touch 
system. 


His ‘first companion, Richard 
Damm of Jefferson City, Mo., 
learned to use the touch com- 
munications system with sur- 
prising speed. When Damm grad- 
uated, Ron Smith, 21, of Youngs- 
town, O., an education student, 
became Kinney’s inseparable 
companion. 

You'd hardly suspect, to watch 
the pair ambling about the cam- 
pus, that they were anything 
but ordinary college chums. Kin- 
ney has learned every inch of 
the grounds and can navigate 
them unaided, although with a 
slightly unsteady gait. 

Smith, who chuckled at jests 
that he was his classmate’s “see- 
ing-eye dog,” sat next to. Kinney 
at lectures, and performed the 
remarkable feat of catching the 
gist himself and also swiftly tap- 
ping the words to his colleague.

My visions of those boyhood days 
are still fresh in my mind—the 
flowers and trees, the green 
lawns, birds, animals and peo- 
ple.... 

“But I’m not sorry for myself. 
In a sense, I've been vary lucky. 
I have fine friends. The world 
has been good to me. It wasn't 
difficult at all to go through col- 
lege. I have nothing to be re- 
gretful for.” 

Kinney helped work his way 
through school selling magazine 
subscriptions by mail. Now he 
plans to use the mails to help 
adjust other blind persons as a 
member of the faculty of the 
Hadley Correspondence School. 

“The way to overcome handi- 
caps,” he explained, “is to culti- 
vate the mind. From both Had- 
ley and Mount Union I have 
achieved that. Now it’s my turn 
to help others.” 

Smith, who will pursue his 
own teaching career, nodded at 
his sightiess friend. 

“T’ll miss him,” he said simply,

T would seem that most of the 
persons comprising that great 
body known as “social bridge 
players” are not too strong in 
the arithmetic department. Lake 
the matter of redoubles, The 
average player often uses this 
weapon when the contract is 
low, but when it becomes a ques- 
tion of redoubling a five or six- 
bid, stark fear seems to enter 
the picture. (Perhaps this is a 
— case of acrophobia, the 
ear of great heights.) 


The truth is, of course, that a- 
properly gauged redouble is 
more and more valuable as the 
bidding level increases. Assurh- 
ing that the contract cannot be 
beaten more than one trick— 
which is the only conceivable 
basis for a redouble at any level 
~—the factor of possible gain 
versus possible loss swings more 
= more to the redoubler’s 
avor. . 


Here is a case in point: 
South, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable.

North recognized the inconsist- 
ency of South’s bidding; but he 
also realized something more im- 
portant—that in the light of this 
bidding South could not con- 
ceivably go down more than one 
trick. Thus, the redouble be- 
came decidedly in order. 


It was also extremely profit- 
able! West, unluckily for him- 
self, opened his singleton dia- 
mond, and South ended up with 
all 13 tricks when East inevit- 
ably fell victim to a diamond- 
heart squeeze. Thus, the re- 
double gained 460 points, and it 
would have cost only 100 points 
if, as was possible, the contract 
had gone down a trick.
